H. 15 Matthews.of Smith County, 
Texas, gets $1860 Prom 18 
Acres of Ground. 

The Cotton Belt Route, through 
its General Passenger Department 
at St. Louis, is giving out data re- 
garding the growing of fruits and 
vegetables along its line In Eastern 
Texas. Here is what a Smith coun- 
ty man accomplished during the 
season just passed, the interview 
appearing in the "Diversifier," 
published at Tyler, Texas. 
Mr. H. B. Matthews said: 
"I had two and a halt acres in 
strawberries; gathered 213 srales; 
sold for $440. 1 put out eight acres 
in tomatoes; gathered 143" crates; 
sold for $940; planted the same land 
in late corn and fall Irish potatoes; 
corn did only fairly well; potatoes 
made fine crop, and gathered at 
t iia writing, and expect to realize 
a good price for them in the spring 
for seed. I had four acres planted 
to Jones watermelons, from which I 
sold $150. I had six acres in pump- 
kin yams: two acres 1 set early and 
four acres late; from the early 
patch I gathered 320 bushels 
and sold them for $230, and the 
late planting I am not thraugh 
gathering; though I am selling 
them at 50 cents a bushel, as I 
gather them. I cannot tell how 
much per acre they will yield. I 
have one and a half acres in black- 
berries, from which I sold $100. 
And for what I think of the outlook 
of nur country and truck business I 
would be almost afraid to tell my 
honest opinion, for some one would 
think I was a big land owner and 
had lots of land to sell. I am only 
a small truck grower, and have 
been in the business but a short 
time; but from my experience and 
observation I think that the out- 
look for our part of the country is 
flattering."

ance, and all this is done while vio- 
lating every known nieeli;u\i< al law, 
holding up a heavy body in the air, 
and overturning strong atmospheric 
resistance at a rapid rate without dis- 
coverable expenditure of energy. 

Yet, says Chambers' Journal, 
weight is absolutely necessary for 
flight, and the relative area of wing 
expanse diminishes as the weight of 
the bird increases. For example, a 
gnat, which possesses a very light, 
fairy-like body, has about eleven 
times the wing area of a swallow in 
proportion to the weight of each. 1 
have been trying to discover the ex- 
act structure" of a bird's surfaces 
which enables it to get the soaring 
force from the air pressure under it." 
wings for the past fifteen years. The 
task seemed hoptlCM until accident 
settled the case. 1 had located in lb* 
foothills of the Flat Top mountains 
of Colorado, in the dry air of that re- 
gion, to prosecute my task, where the 
yellow-tailed hawks, that were ad- 
mirable soaring birds, were abund- 
ant. 

A precipitous cliff 1,000 feet high 
was near, from which 1 floated all 
softs of surfaces, and year after year 
the quest went on. A furious forest 
fire liaMlllcd the air with smoke and 
ashes and the odor of the burning 
wood was in evidence for months. 1 
had killed a large hawk and was ex- 
amining its feathers, when a stain u n- 
detected on the sides of the quill be- 
tween the spicules that was not be- 
fore seen. A small magnifier gave it 
the appearance of discoloration 
about the throat of a dust exhaust in 
a planing mill. 

A microscope was at once procured, 
with an out tit of objectives from 60 to 
100 diameters, and in an hour's time 
I knew more about bird flights than 
25 years of study had given me. The 
discolorations extended along each 
spicule between the plates. The 
downy filaments tilling the double- 
wall structure of the wings were 
stained in the same unusual manner. 
This stain, when .-craped off and ex- 
amined, resembled soot from a stove- 
pipe, snowing that the air had been 
going through the wing in an inces- 
sant stream, carrying the smoke and 
carbon particles of the fire with it. J 
had been the slave of preconceived 
ideas. 

And this brings me to the device 
that soars the bird. What is a 
feather? It is an air engine, and the 
bird surfaces ore made of them. 
They have been looked on as a light, 
flexible material for making an ex- 
tended surface impervious to air that 
would readily fold upon itself, and 
their exquisite mechanical structure 
has been overlooked. They consist of 
a quill and two vanes made up of spi- 
cules, between which are the plates. 
The plates cross a channel about one- 
fortieth of an inch wide, made by the 
spicules. There are about 1,000 of 
them to the inch, being practically in- 
numerable, and they are located at 
the outer surface, filling about one- 
fif th part of the depth of the channel. 
They are about the twenty-thou- 
sandth part of an inch thick, as 
nearly as an amateur with a micro- 
scope could determine, so that nine- 
teen-twentieths of the space of th» 
channels is open to the passage of air. 

The mechanical service of the 
plates is obvious. The curve im- 
pinges against the air current through 
the feathers and drives the bird tothe 
front. Treasure produced by the 
normal factor of weight is thus made 
to serve as the motive powerof flight.
